LONDON,  Nov.  3^ — An  earnest  and  interesting  discussion  on 
cmifratkM  occttrred  today>  la  the  HoiiiiB  of  Cemtnoiii  on  the 

Coluiiial  Office  vote  in  aid  of  ovtrtCM  settlemtitt. 

'I'lic  feature  of  the  dcliate  was  the  speech' of  the  leader  of  the 
Labor  party,  Kt.  Hon  j  H  Clynes,  who  said  that  Great  Britain 
was  far  too  dependent  upoti  countries  outside  the  Empire  for  foods 

'*It  wotfld  be  iM  to  the  good,"  he  fkW.  "if  we  could  ase  even 
more  fully  the  lands  of  Australift  and  CkMm  sad  Other  graU  terri- 
tories within  the  Empire." 

Mr.  Clynes  favored  supervisi«»ii  of  and  state  assistance  for 
emigration  and  immigration,  so  that  labor  cuuld  move  about  as  cir- 
CttipsUnces  required*  and  eonditions  for  n|«ttual  welfare  be  estab- 
lished whfeh  wouM  remove  the  suspicion  and  oppositloti  of  those 
•fsinst  emigration.  Ht^  asked  wtint  was  the  use  of  hnvifv  ^^reat 
territories  world-wide  if  they  were  not  used.  Otherwise,  they  amused 
political  differences  with  those  who  wanted  to  use  what  was  being 
left  undeveloped.

OTTAWA.  6nL,  Nov.  I.— He  fllftl  of 
reporta  to  the  effect  that  Metwrn. 
firlffeiihagen  and  aaaoclatea  were  atlll 
being  employed  by  the  Dominion 
Covernnient  in  the  reorKanlcatlon  of 
the  civil  service,  waa  made  tonight  fh 
a  lengthy  atatement  by  Hon.  O.  D. 
Robertson.  Minister  9f  Labor,  who. 
nince  the  retlrsmeat  of  ttr  Oeorgo 
Foster  from  tha  Oovemmant.  has 
been  chairman  of  tha  Cabinet  sob- 
oommlttee  on  reorganisation  and 
efficiency.  The  statement  says  that 
Meaars  C  riffenhagen  and  aannclates 
are  a  Canadian  firm  with  headquar- 
tern  In  Toronto,  who  were  engaged  by 
the  I>omlnlon  (Soyernment  on  May  81, 
1920,  to  reorganise  the  Postofftos, 
Custema  and  Inland  Rsvsnus  Depart- 
to  hMHall  thorein  modem 
(  basbisgs  effletaney."  Oa 
fl,  Ittl,  the  subHsommlttee 
Grlffenhagen  and  aaaoclatea 
slaty  days'  notice  of  termination  of 
their  contract,  the  work  havtg|t  beea 

quite  well  advanced. 

"It  waa  Important,  however,"  says 
the  alatenient.  "that  the  system  and 
eatabliahment  outlined  by  Qriffen- 
hacsn  >nd  assoolatee  should,  oa  far

KOMONTON,  Nov.  3  -The  freight 
rates  question  hajt  now  been  put  up, 
from  two  different  angle«,  to  the  Pro- 
vincial Ooverament.  Both  the  ICd- 
monton  and  the  Vancouver  Board  of 
IVada  have  told  thalr  views  before 
Premier  Oreetiflald  and  *om*  of  hi* 
mlnlatera,  but  thia  tlmO  on  point* 
that  do  not  conflict. 

A  delegation  front  the  Edmonton 
board  waited  on  the  (Jovernment  thia 
morning  and  asked  for  ita  co-opera- 
tion in  an  effort  t6  aecura  from  the 
railways  a  temporary  rate  reduction 
on  grain,  as  a  relief  fneasure  under 
existing  oondltlona  This  was  prom- 
ised, and  th*  Oovammaat  will  ap- 
point a  representative  to  wortt  with 
the  board  committee. 

The  Vancouver  delegation  present* 
ed  it.s  (  Jise  for  a  general  reduction  at 
a  meetiiiK  with  the  (loveriiment  Wed- 
licBday  afternoon,  when  :igaln  the  re- 
quest was  for  co-operation.  In  thia 
Instance,  liowever,  the  (Jovernment 
wished  to  consider  and  investigate  be- 
fore making  promleea

Tha  Prortnolal  and  Fr<l- 
eral  governments  have  got  to  agree 
on  a  permanent  policy.  They  had  to 
111,1  ke  provision  to  remove  the  un- 
fortunate men  Hiid  women  located 
there,  or  go  ahead  with  expenditures 
whb-h  will  show  results.

Vp  to  Ottawa? 

Engineer  Moe'e  report  on  the  situ- 
ation at  the  Island  was  referred  to  by 
the  Attorney-Oaaeral.  who  dted  the 
offensive  system  as  proposed  which 
would  mean  the  diveraloa  of  tbe 
eourne  of  the  Traser  River,  a  work 
which  <:ini('  i  i;tir<l\  under  the  Juris- 
diction of  the  Federal  ftovernment. 
As  to  the  "bettor  terms"  conference 
held  ih  Ottawa  aome  years  ago  when 
the  Premier  of  thia  Province  left  the 
oonfarenaa  and  *^lammad"  the  door 
back  of  him.  Hoa.  Mr.  Parrla  elalmed 
that  the  poaitlon,of  British  Columbia 
had  not  improved  since  then. 

Cltlna  an  cTample.  the  Attorney- 
General  pointed  to  the  tax  on  liquor 
Impoaed  by  Ottawa  which  waa  tak- 
ing two  mlllloB  dollara  a  year  from 
thte  Provlnca  and  only  appHed  to  two 
provinces  of  the  whola  of  the  Domin- 
ion, The  tendency  of  the  Kederal 
Government  had  been  to  encro,tch 
on  provincial  rinhfs.  They  were 
"bleeding  the  provinces  white"  in 
more  ways  than  one,  be  claimed,  and 
the  leader  of  the  Oppoaition.  he  said, 
had  not  improved  aiattem  when, 
yeara  a«a>  ha  offared  ta  tum  over  the 
foreshore  of  Falaa  Creek  In  Vaaaan- 
ver  to  the  I'>om  In  Ion ,  Oovernment  on 

the  plc.t  that  harbo'r  Im^rovamonts 
were  neces.:  iry  in  that  city. 

In  coticiu.slon.  the  Attorney-General 
declared  fti«  Fremier  had  given  the 
assurance  that  the  (Jovernment  Is 
prepared  to  go  ahead  as  fur 
.-ui  the  flnancee  of  the  Prov- 
ince would  permit.  provided 
n  policy  was  adopted  that  would  give 
permanent  relief  to  settlers  on  NIco- 
men I.sland,  and  at  the  same  time,  as- 
suring that  the  moiiev  « a.><  not 
squamlered  He  fniote<l  from  the 
Premlcr'h  oerlaruiion  to  the  Vancou- 
ver Board  of  Trade  that  If  the  Do- 
minion woald  provide  river  bank  pro- 
tection he  would  advooate  In  the  Leg- 
islature aid  to  the  settlers  In  putting 
in  a  dyke,  and  that  unless  that  Fed- 
eral Bsalatance  was  fortheomlnsr  th<* 
Province  would  not  act.  That  w.i.h  a 
fair  and  reasonable  attitud^*.  Hon. 
Mr.  Farria  maintained. 

The  amendment,  seeking  as  it  did 
to  place  blame  on  tbe  Provincial 
Cov-ernment.  and  without  a  single 
suggestion  of  poMey.  was  not  the  way 
to  deal  with  .'i  serious  public  ques- 
tion or  with  the  unfortunate  settlers 
snd  It  shauld  be'  dafeatad  by  the 
Hoaae. 

Mr.  Catherwoad  naught  to  rOpty  to 
tha  AttaraayOaiiarat.  hut  waa  ruled 
out  of  order  by  Mr.  Spdaker,  who 

pointed  to  the  fsct  that  the  member 
for  Dewdney  had  already  spoken  on 
the  amendment 

The  House  then  divided  on  the 
amendment,  which  was  laat  by  a  vote 
of  IS  to  IS.

Meniionlnv 
llo'  iii:isler  "f  Unarbenden  aiiionK  'be 
worthies  of  riucklnghnmvblre.  be 
dlplnmaltcally  calls  him  1  brllii;ini

Tha  account  given  here  of  the 
"striking  catastrophe"  of  Lord  Han- 
doIpb'H  rosignation  In  1886  Is  both 
Instructive  and  dramatic.  The  fisure 
of  Lord  .SiillMbury  is  elill  fre^h  in  our 
incniorU'H  from  the  preceding  essay, 
which  helps  us  to  realize  th^  charac- 
ter of  tha  duel  between  him  and 
hla  mareurtal  Ueutonont!  Wo  per- 
ceive how  formidable  really  in  his 
shy  -reserve  was  thla  statesman,  a 
man  whom,  had  you  met  him  In 
the  streets  of  lyondon,  you  would 
have  taken.

It  la  n^rebable  that  he  wua  not  a 
Joalaaa  maa;  irot  to  hla  frionda  and 
aurroundlnga.  If  not  to  himself,  it 
must  have  been  annoying  to  ace  the 
fierce  light  of  public  interest  turned 
entirely  on  Uandolpb.  w  fillo  the 
Prime  .Minister.  In  ii.allty  a  Rrealer 
force,  remained  nnobtrii(.i  ve  in  the 
shade.  Lord  Hallabury  had  feali/.ed 
the  more  poignant  fact  that  he  bim- 
aelf  waa  a  Tory,  and  that  hla  young 
partner  waa  a  radical,  oonatantly  urg. 
ing  radical  mcaaurea.  The  Prime 
Minister  at  every  cabinet  meeting  w'as 
being  t>ushed  in  directions  that  be 
detested.  "Sa  I  Isbu  iv ,"  wrote  Lord 
(leorge  Hamilton  on  the  ^.Tth'  of  No- 
vember, •'i.s  Kettlng  to  tho-  position 
where  he  will  be  preaaed  no  more." 

Bo  Lord  Randolph  handed  in  a 
resignation  which  h«  hardly  thought
